Hold Your Liberty Bonds 


Ship* Built and Acquired by the Gov- 


ernment Are Being Turned Over to 
Private 
Ownership— Training 
Men 


to Operate Them.

W ashington.-—T he 
United 
States 
may yet become a maritime oat ion. 
It I n now making long strides in that 
direction. 
A member of the consular 
service who came In the other tiny 
from his post on the other side of the 
earth remarked that the American ting 
may now he seen regularly where it 
was seldom, lf ever, seen prior to the 
war. 
"American freight carrying ves­ 
sels are now entering most of til** im­ 
portant ports of the world,” said this 
consular officer. 
"It Is a new expert* 
enr*e for those of tis who are repre­ 
senting our government in far away 
places tf > see A marten n built ships 
sailing under the American flag flint 
carrying products taking their place 
alongside the ships of the other g re a t 
m aritim e countries.” 
Now Hint the men who fought In 
F rance have nearly all been brought 
home the shipping hoard will la* abb* 
to place a great many more ships In 
the freight-carrying trade. 
During lite 
last few days several addn Iona! as­ 
signments have been made to South 
American routes arni the num ber of 
boats 
carrying 
freight to F.iiropean 
ports Is tieing Increased almost dally. 
As 
yet 
perm anent 
American 
trade 
routes have not been established. Tis* 
government, 
I i i co-operation with tin* 
exporters, Is sort of feeling Its xx ny 


I i i developing trade routes. Within I ti** 
next few months, lf all goes welt, a 
num ber of routes will ta* put on it 
perm anent basis. 
These routes when 
established will carry both freight anil 
mall. 
The first of them will connect 
Hie United States In a more satisfac­ 
tory way with South America. 
Later, 
lf plans do not go awry. routes reach­ 
ing to the Orient will he established. 
W a r Made the Merchant Marine. 
Development In shipbuilding In tills 
country has already progressed enough 
to w arrant Hie statem ent that foreign 
trade Is no I nutter a question of ships. 
When the United States entered the 
w ar in April, 11*17, the country, as al­ 
most everybody knows, was without a 
m erchant marine 
worth 
mentioning. 
Since ttie w ar began the government 
has launched 1,4(18 ships of 5,40tl.o:i9 
gross tonnage. 
Keels for iii6* addi­ 
tional ships have been laid and ninny 
of these Teasel* an* almost ready to 
he launched. 
Of tile government -.hips 
launched 1,004 were built of steel, 448 
of wood and Bi xvere of composite 
build. Every one Is a large modern 
freight carrier. 
Tile government since the beginning 
of the w ar lins nl-Jo come Into posses­ 
sion of a large num ber of ships, some 
freight *»d some passenger, through 
purchase. 
It Is also (tie possessor of 
Hie German owned ships that were 
Interned in harbor* In 
this country 
when we entered the war. 
A few ot 
these German ships may go to other 
eountrles In the filial distribution, hut 
most of them will continue to sail mi­ 
ller ttie A m erin d flag. 
The govern­ 
ment is not operating all the ships It 
tins built or lins bought since tin* war 
began. 
A good many have passed to 
private ownership. 
It has been th** 
jwdlcy, however, to Insist flint all ves­ 
sels disposed of by sal** shall remain 
under the American flag. 
AH to Be Privately Owned. 
Clon Kress, it is assumed, will In due 
time authorise the chipping bourd to 
sell all government-owned ship*. 
Tit# 
hoard some time 
ago 
recommend***! 
private ownership and operation a* a 
fundamental 
policy 
for 
commercial 
shipping. 
In Its rc|*ort to congress It 
advocated legislation which would au ­ 
thorise the government to retire from 
commercial shipbuilding, ship owning 
aud ship operating activities “at the 
twirliest date which may be convenient 
and practical.” 
Thus far congress has 
not taken up the subject hut It plans 
to do so at the next session. 
New* 
companies for the operation of ships 
arc 
being 
organized 
nearly 
every 
week. 
The ships that are now M o i 
sold by the shipping bourd are as a 
rule passing Into the hands of these 
companies. 
The problem of obtaining men to op­ 
erate American built ships is being 
s o h *st. 
Some mouths ago the govern 
meld through tile shipping hoard of­ 
fered some unusual inducements In or 
der to interest young men in tile sea 
life. For one thing it established here 
a supercargo school in which a large 
number of young men were trained in 
the business of taking charge of the 
cargo of an ocean freight carrier. The 
young men trained in this school, aud 
who hail never had any particular **\ 
w hence at sea. are now making reg ii 
lar 
trip* 
to foreign ports, and lh** 
testimony is that Invariably they like 
t. 
Of the 2,000,000 young men who 
Tossed to France at war's call, thou 
amis acquired a taste far sea life 
nd are falling into the new m aritim e 
Organization. 
In nearly every port along the At 
lentic and gulf coasts operators of 
privately owned ships 
have 
opened 
schools for the training of era m ary I 
■en men.
